W ashington, Ju ne 5.—Disregarding 
Intimations their appearance in West 
Virginia might resu lt in fu rther vio­ 
lence members of the senate su bcom­ 
m ittee appointed to probe the West 
Virginia coal strike completed plans 
fo r their trip to Charleston, 
The committee will begin the exam­ 
ination of abou t 1,200 witnesses pre­ 
senting the case of the miners at 
Charleston Tu esday and the center of 
the distu rbance which for over a year 
has kept the Paint Creek and Cabin 
Creek coal fields in a state of civil war. 
The committee heard u nmoved the 
sta tement of Oeneral C. C. W atts and 
Colonel Z. T. Vinson, representing the 
co a l mine operators, that a renewal of 
a ctua l hostilities might be precipitated 
by the activities of the committee In 
W est Virginia. 
Mr. W atts Intimated that the re­ 
cently discovered alleged plot against 
the life of Governor Hatfield, charged 
to have been framed by a grou p of 
armed 
miners 
at 
Lamont 
Hollow, 
might be traced to the agitation at­ 
tending the efforts of the committee 
u p to date. 
Owing to the wide scope of the in­ 
vestigation 
Chairman 
Swanson has 
evolved a plan to place each phase of 
the inqu iry u nder the charge of a sin­ 
gle member of the su bcommittee. 
Francis Feehan, execu tive agent of 
the United Mine Workers, conferred 
with Mr. Watson regarding the call­ 
ing of witnesses for the miners in 
Charleston Tu esday. 
It Is probable that du ring their stay 
In West Virginia the members of the 
committee will visit the variou s mines 
in the Paint Creek and Cabin Creek 
districts to obtain first hand informa­ 
tion as to conditions.

Bu dapest, Ju ne 5.—Annou ncement 
In the chamber of depu ties of the 
resignation of the Hu ngarian premier, 
Dr. Ladlstau s von Lu kaee, and his 
cabinet was preceded by scenes of 
u proar and violence su rpassing any 
witnessed In this tu rbu lent hou se.

proaches of the parliament bu ilding to 
the pu blic by strong bodies of Infan­ 
try and cavalry, su pported by a ma­ 
chine gu n and detachment* of police 
and gendarmes. 
When Cou nt Tisza, the speaker, 
and Premier von Lu kaes entered the 
chamber they were greeted by the op­ 
position with shou ts, jeers and insu lt­ 
ing epithets. 
After several u navailing attem pts 
to obtain qu iet the speaker ordered 
the expu lsion of several opposition 
depu ties and su mmoned the parlia­ 
mentary gu ard to eject them.

INCOME TAX BILL DEFECTIVE 


Am endm ent W ill Probably Be Drafted 
at Once. 
W ashington, 
Ju ne 
5.—Before the 
senate acts on the Underwood tariff 
bill the income tax section will bo 
amended to remedy a defect which, it 
was discovered, wou ld make the meas­ 
u re u nconstitu tional. 
When the framers of the income 
tax provision fixed Jan 1, 1913, as the 
date from which to compu te Incomes 
for taxation they overlooked the fact 
that the constitu tional amendment au ­ 
thorizing an Income tax was not pro­ 
claimed as ratified u ntil Feb. 25,1913. 
This fact was brou ght to the at­ 
tention of the senate finance su bcom­ 
mittee, which has the Income tax u n­ 
der consideration, and an amendment 
probably will be drafted at once.

Srle*. for Instance, were estimated 
at 25,01-0 s’*'res and wou ld exceed that 
figu re, bu t for the fact that Eu rope 
bou ght qu ite liberally later as prices 
receded. 
Among the many economic and tech­ 
nical cau ses which contribu ted to the 
retrograde movement, may be cited 
the distru st engendered by the St. 
Lou is and San Francisco railroad re­ 
ceivership; discou ragement at the ap­ 
parent inability of the Union Pacific- 
Sou thern Pacific roads to arrive at a 
satisfactory solu tion of their trou bles; 
the recent liqu idation In Canadian Pa­ 
cific, bespeaking extreme financial ten­ 
sion across the Northern border, and 
dispatches from W ashington Indicat­ 
ing that the administration Intends to 
renew- action against so called tru sts, 
more particu larly the tobacco inter­ 
ests.

W ilson Probably W ould Support tho 
Lower Body of Congress In Case of a 
Clash W ith the Upper on the Tariff 
Bill— Senators Now M ust A lso Take 
Account of Popular Vote. 


By A R T H U R W . D U N N . 
Washington, Ju ne 5.—[Special.]—If 
a clash shou ld occu r between the sen­ 
ate and hou se over the tariff bill it 
seems likely that the senate for the 
first time In many years will have to 
yield to the hou se. 
Those who have 
been watching the trend of the times 
can 
see 
that 
changes 
have 
been 
wrou ght by the new system of electing 
senators. Being now directly responsi­ 
ble to tho people the senators are more 
likely to yield than heretofore when 
they come in conflict with the other 
branch which has been so long re­ 
sponsive to the people. 
It makes lots of difference whether 
a man Is elected by a body having 150 
votes or by the people having 500,000 
or even 100,000 votes. 
The smaller 
nu mber does not take into considera­ 
tion the attitu de of the senator on 
qu estions, while the people as a whole 
take considerable interest in the way 
the men they vote for vote on differ­ 
ent roll calls. 


Backed by the President. 
It looks as if the hou se wou ld be 
backed by the president if there shou ld 
be n contest. 
In that event the hou se 
ou ght to win. and u nless there Is some­ 
thing extraordinary in the situ ation the 
hou se will win. 
Twenty years ago the hou se was 
backed by President Cleveland In Its 
tariff fight and lost. It accepted every 
senate amendment. Then, as now, the 
fight was on su gar, bu t with this dif­ 
ference: The hou se was contending for 
free su gar for the refiners, and the sen­ 
ate was for a stiff differential du ty on 
su gar. 
And the administration was 
with the senate on that qu estion, bu t 
against the senate on many other In­ 
creases. 
It was a pecu liar situ ation. 
Another thing, the senate Democracy 
was a mighty strong organization In 
those days. 


W hat W ill La Follette Do? 
We may talk abou t the fu tility of 
following leaders and insist that ev­ 
ery man shou ld follow his own Ju dg­ 
ment. hu t It Is a fact that many peo­ 
ple are anxiou s to know Ju st what 
Senator La Follette will do on the tar­ 
iff. 
It is believed that he will Influ ­ 
ence thou sands of people throu ghou t 
the cou ntry and that his votes will be 
adopted as the basis of tariff views by 
many Repu blicans and Progressives to 
a large extent. 
Senator La Follette believes that the 
tariff bills which he framed, which he 
and Chalrmnn Underwood agreed to 
and which were sent tho president In 
the last congress, were as near equ ita­ 
ble as cou ld be mnde. 
lit* thinks that 
the very low rates on many articles In 
the Underwood bill nml placing su gar 
and wool on the free list with corre­ 
sponding redu ctions Is likely to cau se 
a reaction and that another tariff as 
high u s the Payne law may 
f o l l o w the 
Underwood bill. Consequ ently be will 
offer amendments for a more moderate 
bill. 
Booher W as Bitter. 
Congressman Booher of Missou ri has 
served qu ite a while on the river and 
hnrl>or committee of the hou se, bu t 
he was ready to take another assign­ 
ment this session. 
"W hat does It amou nt to,” he asked. 
"It makes no difference whether I am 
on the committee or not. We can only 
get whnt the army engineers say we 
can get. No one can get a single thing 
done that those army engineers do not 
approve, and that seems to be all there 
Is to the river and harbor committee." 
Booher Is particu larly interested In 
Improving the Missou ri river and he 
haa always had n hard fight to get rec­ 
ognition for that stream.

This fact was brought to the at­ 
tention of the senate finance subcom­ 
mittee, which has the income tax un­ 
der consideration, and an amendment 
probably w ill be drafted at once.

Wilson Probably Would Support the 
Lower Body of Congreet In Case of a 
Clash W ith the Uppsr on the Tariff 
Bill— Senators Now Must Also Take 
Account of Popular Vote.

Washington. Ju n e 5.— [Special.]—If 
a clash should occur between the sen­ 
ate and house over the tarifT bill it 
seems likely thut the senate for the 
first time in many years w ill have to 
yield to the house. 
Those who have 
been watching the trend of the times 
can 
see 
that 
changes 
have 
been 
wrought by the new system of electing 
senators. 
Being now directly responsi­ 
ble to tho people the senators are more 
likely to yield than heretofore when 
they come In conflict with the other 
branch which has been so long re­ 
sponsive to tile people. 
It makes lots of difference whether 
a mon is elected by a body having ir»0 
votes or by the people having 800,000 
or even 100,000 votes. 
The smaller 
number does not take into considera­ 
tion the attitude of the senator on 
questions, while the people as a whole 
take considerable interest In the w ay 
the men they vote for vote on differ­ 
ent roll calls. 


Backed by the President. 
It looks as if the house would be 
backed by the president lf there should 
be a contest. 
In that event the house 
ought to win. and unless there is some­ 
thing extraordinary In the situation the 
house w ill win. 
Tw enty years ago the house was 
backed by President Cleveland In Its 
tariff fight and lost. 
It accepted every 
senate amendment. 
Then, as now, the 
fight was on sugar, but w ith this dif­ 
ference: The house was contending for 
free sugar for the refiners, and the sen­ 
ate was for a stiff differential duty on 
sugar. 
And the administration was 
with the senate on that question, but 
against the senate on many other in­ 
crease. 
It was a peculiar situation. 
Another thing, the semite Democracy 
was a mighty strong organization in 
those days. 


W hat W ill La Follett* Do? 
W e may talk about the futility of 
following leaders and insist that ev­ 
ery mnn should follow his own Judg­ 
ment. but It Is a fact that many peo­ 
ple are anxious to know Just w hat 
Senator L a Follette w ill do on the tar­ 
iff. 
It is believed that he w ill influ­ 
ence thousands of people throughout 
the country and that his votes w ill be 
adopted as the basis of tarifT views by 
many Republicans and Progressives to 
a large extent 
Senator La Follette believes that the 
tariff bills which he framed, which he 
and Chairm an Underwood agreed to 
and which were sent tho president in 
the last congress, were as near equita­ 
ble as could be made.
